STILL DISCRIMINATION. 


•—At the recent convention of the California Bar 
Association a report was filed from the section on 
civil procedure, pleading and practice, recommend- 
ing certain changes in procedure. One was to 
amend section 370 of the civil code to provide that 
Harried women may sue or be sued alone, thus 
removing the archaic requirement that in certain 
cases the husband must be joined in the suit 
Another recommended amendment of section 1365 
so as to eliminate the preference given to brothers 
over-sisters in applying for letters of'administra- 
tion. The preference given to males generally was 
abolished by the legislature in 1913, so the lawyers 
•ee no reason why preference should be given to 
brothers if none is given to sons.

As a matter of fact the testimony of 
more than one person who saw Ritchie on 
scales is to the effect that Ritchie weigh- 
ed 150 pounds 
Stories were going1 the 
rounds of a piece of gum and a half dol- 
lar that properly manipulated might have 
kept Farrell within the weight limit 
Ordinarily this storv -would have been 
plclon on Farrell, bilt with Ritchie's camp

Court decision, the general fund of the 
Oakland treasury has been enriched by 
52500, that amount having been turned 
over to the c'ty today by County Auditor 
B. F. Garrison In two county warrants 
representing fees due the city depart- 
ments for Issuing birth and death cer- 
tificates during the last two years. 


Under the state law health officers of 


municipalities are allowed 25 cents each 
for such registrations, but the city char- 
ter prevents officials from privately ac- 
cepting such emolument.

Two warrants have been drawn on the 


county general fund by Auditor Garrison. 
One Is made payable to Dr. R. M. Hlg- 
gins, former health officer, for $550, and 
the second Is made payable to Dr. Klrby 
Smith, incumbent, who succeeded Dr. Hig- 
Kins, in the sum of $2000. The warrants 
were turned over to City Clerk L. TV. 
Cummings, who must obtain the endorse- 
ments of the two principals and deposit 
the warrants in the city treasury. 
The paj ments cover the issuance of 


certificates up to July 1 of tins year. A 
test case In Los Angeles county held up 
the enforcement of the state Jaw, which 
now becomes operative. The price origi- 
nally "paid to health officers, and which 
they were permitted to keep person- 
ally, was ten cents a certificate. 
This 


amount was raised several years ago 
to 25 cents. Laws then were enacted 
to prevent city and county officials from 
profiting from fees due their 
offices,

The Qui- 
nault, in which Captain A. Peterson 
was making his first voyage as master 
was proceeding in a calm sea with 
a slight swell at a moderate speed 
through a thick fog. The vessel had 
left Oakland on October 8, after dis- 
charging a cargo of 625,000 feet ot 
lumber at the E. K. Wood Lumber 
Company's wharf and was hound for 
Brookings Landing for another cargo. 


Thp vessel struck the sands at 10 
o clock at night running easily ashore 
with only a slight shock. When it was 
found that the hull -was firmly Im- 
bedded, distress signals were sent up 
which were seen by the crew of, the 
steamship Admiral Schley of the Ad- 
miral line.' The big steamer sent in 
three of her lifeboats and took off 
the passengers and crew, landing them 
in Shelter Cove, a bight in the rough 
coast line about twenty miles south 
of Point Gofda. 


Captain Peterson stayed on the ship 


until all the passengers and crew were 
safely embarked 
in 
tfce " lifeboats 
When he jumped from the deck of the 
wrecked vessel the Quinault was al- 
ready starting- to break up- under the 
pounding blows of the heavy surf. It 
is believed that it will be Impossible 
to salvage the vessel.

schooner Quinault which is pounding 
to pieces off Point Gorda will

A heavy swell lifted the 
vessel on the rocks and she began 
to pound heavily.
